CHARTER AMENDMENTS.

Although no Meeting Has Been Held,
Changes Are Being Considered.

The common councll appointed a

commitiee  ta  consider necessary
nmendments to the clty charter. Al-
though the committes hus not held a
meeting, the representatives In the leg-
Inlature  have formulated certain
amendments which they consider ne-
consary, subject to the approval of the
charter committee. Hon, J. N. Laws,
one of the representatives, In In favor
of certaln amendments, among which
are the followlng:
Amending the charter no that all the
councilmen are elected every two years,
As It In now, the slectlon of councll-
men s so badly mixed up that it re-
quires an opinlon from the city attor-
ney to determine when an election Is
neceasary,

All officers to be elected shall be
elected al u general election to be held
in June at the regular state election.
This will save the trouble and sxpense
of conducting electlons In the city.
There s no reason why the state elec-
tionn und the city elections should not
occur at the same time,

Another ameéndment suggested by
Mr. Laws, Is the abolishment of the
police commisslon and the appoint-
ment of the chief of police and the chlef
of the fire department by the mavyor,
making the mayor responsible for all
the acts of the city officials. As fo ths
propriety of abolishing the police com-
misslon there ls o wide divergence of
opinion, and it Is doubtful if such an
amendment would be popular, As to
the other amendments, the Astorian is
In hearty nccord with Mr. Laws and
belleves they will redound to the bene-
fit of the city and be n great saving in
expense, They are certalnly worthy
